Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 3-5, Applicant's arguments {e.g., remarks at page 7-8 and paragraphs 
4-5 of page 10) are persuasive. The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed NMOS 
and/or PMOS field effect transistor, particularly characterized by a source and a drain, wherein 
the source is formed by a material different from the drain, and the source material and the drain 
material have at least one unshared element.
